Profcsfor Thomas, who is only 
34. rece.ved h;.- MA at the Univer- 
sity of Wales, took post graduate 
work at the London School* of Eco- 
nomics, and received his Ph.D. from 
the University of London. He has 
been on the staff of the London 
School of Econmics, and has also 
done research on German Ecnomic 
policy, economic experiments In 
Sweden and just recently has made 
a special study of immigi-alion, with 
particular attention to the move- 
ment of population between Can- 
.ada-^nd the United States, under 
the Leverhulme Research Fellow- 
ship. He believes that a release of 
immigration restrictions would re- 
sult in better development of Can- 
ada's natural resources, if combined 
with a revival of movement of in- 
ternational capital. 
I Since the war broke out Dr. 
I Thomas has been Economics ad 
viser to the British Library of In 
formation in New York. 

Principal James points out that 
Dr. Thomas, who has gained a high 
reputation with his colleagues at 
the London School of Economics 
and who has attracted much alien 
tion by his writing and research, 
will have much to contribute to the 
life of McGill and Canada.

"It has been suggested that the 
quality of our' yoiing men and 
young women wna definitely infer- 
ior lo that of their fathcra and moth- 
ers.'

Dr. James recalled the journal- 
istic outcry which a few years ago 
was spread across our newspapers 
in banner headlines, when the 
members of the Union at Oxford 
passed a resolution that they pre- 
ferred peace to war, and would not 
accept the responsibillly for de- 
fending king and country. He add- 
ed that there have been occasions 
on which it has been suggested that 
our own university was infected by 
similarly dangerous ideas , which 
threatened to* undermine the whole 
of the body politic. 

Writing Epic 

He emphasized' the fact that the 
men who are writing an epic of 
bravery in the defence of Loiidon, 
and the men who added so brilliant 
a chapter to English history when 
Dunkirk was evacuated, are those 
same men who, a few years ago, 
were being criticized for the things 
that they expressed in academic 
halls.

Dean Clarke opened the progiam with 
Ràlph Vaughan Williams* "London" symphony. 
To what extent this work will cv*r have » 
uniwrtal appeal it is nnpossible to say, but 
one may cue.M that it is so strongly and ex- 
eluslvely <\-Ocative of tights and sounds and 
experience* unknown to North American 
audiences that it will never quite b« "of and 
for MS." First performed in 1914 the symphony 
did not appear in Its finally revised form till 
six >-ears later. It is written in the modern 
English idiom, the mu.<ic being descriptive 
rather than programmatic— though Eric Coates 
has £i\-en tis what amounts to a bar-by*bar 
account of the program. Liberally strewn 
throughout the score art familiar snatches of 
reniinisccnce-biU» of Engh.^h (oik lune».

The orchf.«tration is resourceful and highly 
innaginativc. imbued with a misty equality that 
alternately shrouds and reveals the musical 
episodes. Themes that appear unrelated are 
I woven into the fabric of the work by this 
device giving it an organic wholonc.<.<. 

Dean CUrkfs deep-rooted affection for 
\> orkf of this genre lend.' a genuinely creative 
touch to his interpretations. His reading was 
iicn&itive, and delicately modulated. Orches- 
tral sonority was good, the men teeming high- 
ly responsive. 

A novelty rounded off the program in

nut Tree. " T:îc Prelude and Fugue on "•Dixie" 
is presumably the composer's tribute to his 
new homeland; but the stylistic touches that 
One characterized -Bohemian" are. of course 
5t;!l af rr.'.K-h in c\jdfnce in i.he .\merican tunc 
s$ ihc.v were m the English or Czech ones. 
The piece consiflf of an extremely brief pre- 
lude with a simple statement of the tune, and 
an erratic fugue that winds up "tempo dl 
marcia" with all the familiar flourishes. Such 
a thing one plays tongue-in-cheek, but yester- 
day'.t performance was vigorous and well-cal- 
culated for the best possible result.

Rather different from the usual type of 
Edward G. Robinson picture, "A Dispatch from 
Reuters" is nevertheless very interesting film 
fare Somewhat lej.s elaborate than most re- 
cent biographical film.s and prcwiting no im- 
passioned and dramatic speech whatsoever, it 
never pulls its punches from the opening 
scene until the last shot fades away. 

Telling the very Interesting «tory surround- 
ing the life of Julius Reuter. the Britisher of 
German extraction who founded and develop- 
ed the famous news service that boars his 
name, William Dieterle, the director, makes 
full ^use of action and never loses himself in 
unestentialt. Commencing with the time that 
Reuter in his youth deplores the fact that "the 
news moves no faater than the fastest horse," 
the story shows how through the years this 
keen, undiscouraged, persistent little man 
fights to make the world slightly smaller and 
to bring the various people in it closer to- 
gether. 

First With his pigeon post, then with his 
telegraph service for transmitting market 

q'jotailons and finally with his telegraphic 
news agency. Reuter persistently worked to- 
wards this ideal of a smaller world in which 
the people were closer together. 

Edward G. Robinson, though perhaps a 
little old to portray the youthful Reuter meet- 
ing difappoinlment upon disappointment with 
ihe determination of an Alger hern, novorthe- 
Icfs make.s the man grow and ox|>ertly por- 
trays the human side of this widely hoard of 
but little known man. Edna Best as Mrs. 
Reuter, Montagu Love as Delane of The Times, 
Eddie Albert as the loyal Max, Nigel Bruce. 
Otto Kruger, and Gene Lockhart all turn in 
competent character studies Albert Bas.ter- 
man's support of Kranz Gellerl is really some- 
thing worth watching.

his address one of the most inter- 
esting that the club has heard for 
some time, said Ralph Hertz, secre- 
tary. 

Prior to dealing wiih his topic 
be stated lhat society must not be 
founded on Ihe whims or morals 
of the individual, or the group, but 
upon one moral base, and then he 
supported the existence of absolute 
righl and absolute wrong. Father 
Daly cl.iiined lhat marriage is loo 
frequently rpgiirdcd in a matciialis- 
tic light; people failing to recog- 



nise its true character as a com- 
munity of lite. 

The sacred aspect o( the institu- 
tion was then considered, and on 
the basis of thib he stated that the 
essential characteristics of the in- 
stitution cannot be changed by legis- 
lation. He outlined the necessary 
preparations for marriage, empha- 
sizing the importance Qt djtcrotlon 
in the choice of a mate, and of high 
ideals for happiness. This was fol- 
lowed by a definition of love which

acter as its very essence.

Rhodes Scholarshipe— 1941. 

Application for Rhodes Scholar 
ships for 1941 must be submitted 
to the Secretary of the Provincial 
Selection Committee not later than 
November 10th. 1940. Awards wiU 
be made under the special régula 
tlons caused by the war. There are 
two scholarships a year lu the 
Province of Quebec and the Prov 
ince of Ontario, and one a year 
for each of the other provinces ex 
cept Prince. Edward Island. 

The Scholarships have an annual 
value of lour hundred pound*, and 
I ure tenable at the Uuiversity ot 
Oxford, where the Scholars may 
follow any course of studies they 
choose tor two years. The Scholar- 
ship may be extended to a thira 
.vear if the arrangement is satis- 
factory to the Rhodes IVuatees. To 
be eligible, a candidate must be a 
male, unmarried British subject and 
have resided, with the intention of 
permanent residence, for at Icajl 
five years in Canada, between the 
ages of eighteen and iwciiiy-fivc. 
and preferably under the age uf 
Iwenly-three ycdi:. on October lit, 
1912. A candidate must also have 
completed two years at a Canadian 
University.
